ter the culmination of the triumphant 
Rumanian campaign, the peace offer, 
entente diplomats say, is intended also 
to impress tho German people that 
they need have no lack of confidence, 
in their government to continue the 
war.

Tciper, testifying ti'day in behalf of 
her husband on trial, charged with the 
murder of his mother. Mrs. Agnes Tei- 
per, swoi-f it. was at her suggestion 
that Teiper iti\ited the members of 
his family "Ut to their home on the 
niyht of the murder. 
She also sug- 


ge-ned that Toiler go to the city to 
get ice cream, the trip on which his 
automobile- ctalU-d 
at 
the 
murder 


scone. 


During the supper party 
at 
thoir 


home there was no discussion of finan- 
cial matters, she declared. 
She had 


observed nothing unusual in her hus- 
band's conduct in the days preceding 
the murder. 


ilrs. Teiper told of going 
to 
the 


murder scene, helping- 
her husband 


into the car and of their return trip 
home. 
On the way she asked him 


what had happened. "Motlnvr is gone, 
so is poor I'Ved," he said, and sobbed, 
sho testiiied. 
When they arrived at 


the house she noticed on her hus- 
band's head a hump about the size of 
an egg. While tolling of the tragedy, 
she. said. Teipor kept putting his hand 
to his head and throat as if he were 
in pain. 
Sho denied that 
she 
had 


started to tell the story to tho author- 
ities, and that Teiper had interrupted 
with an oath and said "let me tell it." 


itrs. Teiper will be cross-examined 


tomorrow'. 


C. .Harry Teirer, brother of tho de- 


fendant, on the stand today admitted 
that he and John Edward had had a 
fight some years ago. When he de- 
nied that there had been family dis- 
putes about the disposition of the es- 
tate, District Attorney 
JMoore 
con- 


fronted the witness with the transcript 
of his testimony before the grand jury. 
There he had testified that there was 
a dispute arising1 from John Kdward's 
desire to bu> the brick yard which 
he hud been operating1 on a. lease.

negotiations at this time.

prehensivo than had been expected. 
Nevertheless, it seemed to be the more 
general opinion that the psychological 
moment for a peace gathering was 
still some months off.

THE KOMANCE OF WOHDS. 


Theme of Address Ucforo FortulRlitly 


Club Las-i K>-i>ulng by l»rof. Aiilbai. 
The third meeting of th» Fortnightly 


club for the season of 1916-17 was held 
last evenlm,- at 
the homo of Prof. 


Arthur M. Curtis on Maple street, and

"Railroads," Prof. E. W. Anibal, who 
was to have spoken later in the season, 
read an Interesting; paper on English 
philology. 
O-.-s-plte 
the 
unfavorable 


weather, there was a good attendance. 


Tho paper by Prof. Anibal had for 


its 
title "Tho Romance 
of Words." 


Prefacing his paper with the state- 
ment: that th-re U a great fascination 
in the study of words—their origin and 
changes of :orm and meaning—he 
proceeded through a paper which oc- 
cupied about 4.", minutes in delivery 
mlly to substantiate ids assertion. Be- 
ginning nith the l,atin. of which Us 
remarkable 
persistence 
has 
led a 


scholar recently to <-.iy that it is the- 
live language and Knglish the dead 
one. Mr. Anibal instanced a great num- 
ber of -word? which had their origin 
in the ancient Itomnn tongue, wher- 
ever that language Itself may have had 
its 
own 
origin. 
Sanguine 
meaning 


bloody, lunatic which is moonstruck, 
disaster which means away from one's 
star, and so on each telling in deriva- 
tion an interesting story of their origin. 


In like sort other words once purely 


scientific 
have 
become popularized, 


while many :lgures of speech have in 
the end become every-day expressions. 
"Every expression which we employ." 
says an authority on language study, 
"apart from those connected with the 
most rudimentary objects and actions, 
is a metaphor, though the original ex- 
pression is dulled by constant use." 
The various ancient and modern lan- 


uages were also drawn upon for de- 


rivations of words often regarded as 
colloquial; and slang, the words and 
expressions of which often settle them- 
selves as permanent 
parts of our 


speech. To give even a summary of 
the scholarly and interesting address 
of Mr. Anibal would be manifestly 1m- j 
possible, so compact was it with the 
history of English speech. 
i 


At the conclusion of his remarks, ! 


which were listened to with closest at- j 
tention, there was the usual discussion, j 
in which other words were brought up 
and their derivation discussed or ex- 
plained. 
Altogether, 
while 
differing 


entirely from previous papers of the 
club, it was in every sense as interest- , 
ing and as profitable. Later delicious 
refreshments were served anil the in- j 
formal discussion continued until 11 
brought the usual horr of departure. 


The next meeting will bo held on 


January 9. The speaker will be D. "D. 
VanWoert. and his theme "The Pris- 
oner at the Bar."

Be- 
sides, every man obsessed with tho 
daredevil spirit does not necessarily 
constitute the itlcul aviator. Kveu tim- 
id business men have their moments of 
reckless darintr.

nfucle. 


"Kilt, in udCUiou to tlie darccl^Tll 


spirit, has the prospective aviator mus- 
cular and nervous endurance? 
After 


clutching; for an hour the control levers 
of a sf-eedy monoplane Is his hand 
firm or does it trettVbleV After witness- 
ing a terrible accident is his heart- 
beat, his 'cardiac rhythm," •undisturbed? 
Moreover, are his nervous and' muscu- 
lar systems so well balanced and so 
nicely correlated tuathB bands prompt- 
ly obey every external command? 


"These important questions must be 


answered in his favor if he hopes to 
get u job as a war flier with the French 
army. The French do not want dare- 
devils to drive their nir machines, if 
they are daredevils and nothing more. 


"For the purpose of finding out Just 


how favorably oai'b applicant can an- 
swer these diClcult questions—and he 
cannot answer them with h:s lips—the 
French war department, employs an In- 
genious tc.stin;? maciiinc. Psychologists 
have known and have employed what 
is c.il'-O'l tho D'Arsonv.'l chronometer 
for many yenrs. But it is uiifikcl.v Ihat 
the delicate mechanism has ever been 
put to such an intorc^tins; task. 


"One part of it tests the pul«e i)eat: 


another determines the tremor of the 
nerves; another apparatus discovers 
tho ability or the Inability of the ap- 
plicant to withstand fatigue. After he 
has undergone several simple examina- 
tions tile candidate is seated in a chair 
and the final supreme test is applied. 


"How Tvonld most men act if u re- 


volver wore discharged unexpectedly 
behind their ears? The answer is sim- 
ple. 
They would leap Into the air; 


their heart beat would probably dou- 
ble; they wmld gasp and tremble as 
if they had palcy. ' In so doing they 
would promptly disqualify themselves 
cs aviators in the French nrmy. 


Muat Remain Calm, 


"In testing the possibilities of nn 


aviator various contrivances are at- 
Lti'-hi'd to the bntly, nil having a defi- 
nite purpose. Tubes lead from these 
devices to a sluv.ly rotating cylinder, 
on which paper is wrapped. They ter- 
minate iu point* wliieh record the 
slightest variation in his i-hys-irine. 


"When the clockwork has stnrlcd and 


he is perhaps wondering what the 
quc-er apparatus is »H about n deafen- 
ing explosion takes place a foot be- 
hind him. Tbe record made at that 
moment on the revolving paper deter- 
mines whether or not ho Is to become a 
French war aviator. If his heartbeat, 
hia ros-piratlon and his arm nerves and 
muscles show no undue excitement on 
the paper cylinder he poos to worlr.. 
P.ut if the stylus actuated by his pulso 
beat dances about the rotating sheet 
he Is disqualified. 
It is only natural 


that his reflex nervous system Fbould 
respond In some vay to this sudden 
Impulse, but. the man who tests bim, 
knows how wide n variation from nor- 
mal mny be tolerated. 


".Next in Importance to the revolver 


shot test Is lhat wlil«*h ns-certyina tha 
candidate's promptness in acting upon 
an external command. For example, 
he Is to'o to pri'-s nn e'crinc button 
when he fevls a light touch on his left 
ear lobe or when lie peps a light flash. 
His quickness In ucling upon these 
sensations determines whether or not 
ho could meet the sudden contingen- 
cies wliiflj occur in the air-in a word, 
whether or nol ho ''ouM handle his 
pliino ovpr a roaring '.i.itllefiold with- 
out losing; any part of his nerve."
